~» Erby was found guilty of 
felonious assault in the wound- 
ing of Ronald Phillips, 29, of 
2324 Agryle Dr. and Kenny J. 
McElroy, 25, of the Metro Ave. 
rp hae Phillips is a para- 
plegic from the shooting 
‘incidént. 


Court records show that the 
jury acquitted Erby ona charge 
that he had committed felon- 
ious assualt on David Moore, 
who lived in another apartment 
at 1227 Metro Ave. According 
to the prosecution, Moore said 
he was pistol- -whipped by Erby. 

Also, the jury found that Erby 
used a firearm in each of the 
crimes for which he was

Ask any person about the 
purpose of the Columbus Bar 
Association, and he or she is 
likely to respond, “Oh, isn't that 
the organization that provides 
lawyer referrals". This answer 
would be correct, but lawyer 
referrals are only one aspect of 
the Columbus Bar Associa- 
tion’s commitment to public 
education and service. Under 
the leadership of Benjamin 
Zox, the current President of 
the Columbus Bar Association 
(CBA), the Bar Association has 
begun to take a more active 
and visible role in the 
community. 

According to Alex Lagusch, 
Executive Director of the CBA, 
community service is not anew 
activity for the CBA. For sev- 
eral years, the CBA has pro- 
vided legal information to the 
public through LAWLINE. 
LAWLINE is a program availa- 


ble at the main branch of the» 


Public Library of Columbus 
and Franklin County. A person 
may call 221-7200 and request 
to hear a tape recorded sum- 
mary of the law with respect to 
certain topics. The system has 
just been revised, and it cur- 
rently contains tapes on 
approximately fifty areas of the 
law. 

The CBA is also invalved 
with the training and place- 
ment of legal secretaries and 
paralegals. Mr. Lagusch says 
that the fee for this training is 
“a fraction of the fee charged 


by‘commercial employment 
“agencies”. 


The CBA is presently 


involved with two major pro- 
jects which will have a direct 
impact on the community. One 
of the projects isa joint effort 
with the Columbus Urban 
League. Mr. Zox hada series of 
meetings with Sam Gresham, 
the President of the Urban 
League. According to Mr. Zox, 
the purpose of these meetings 
was to “reach out into the 
community by meeting with 
key leaders in the community. 
In this way | could find out how 
the Bar Association could be 
more responsive to the com- 
munity’s needs”. 

One of Mr. Gresham's con- 
cerns was the importance of 
education to the Black com+ 
munity. H@ proposed’ that the 
Urban League and the CBA 
sponsor a speaker. This 
speaker would speak to the 
business community of 
Columbus, and would give a 
report based on the Carnegie 
Foundation Report on Educa- 
tion, Based on this report, Mr. 
Gresham says that the CBA

Eventually Congress enacted 
astatue permitting attorneys to 
collect fees they earned repres- 
enting people who could not 
afford the cost of protecting their 
civil rights.

Despite this finding, these 
Reaganites argued that the plan 
impermissibly injured white 
patrolmen who had not them- 
selves been guilty of discrimi- 
nation. 

itis thus clear, in this and other 
cases, that the Reaganite posi- 
tion -- which was espoused by 
the Department of (In)Justice -- 
is that the court is honor-bound 
only to protectthe rights of those 
whites who may be injured by 
some affirmative action pro- 
gram, and not the Blacks who 
have already been clearly injured 
by a history of racism and 
discrimination. 

We are pleased that a majority 
of the Supreme Court rejected 
this reasoning. We can only hope 
for the long life of those on the 
court who are committed to 
some modicum of racial justice, 
because it is becoming clearer 
every day that the Reagan admin- 
istration possesses none.

COLUMBUS — For Supreme 
Court Justice Andrew Dou- 
glas, the way the citizens of 
Ohio choose their judges is 
both antiquated and danger- 
ous to a fair justice system. 

Noting the circumstances of 
the recent election for chief 
justice of the Ohio Supreme 
Court, in which incumbent 
Frank Celebrezze was ousted 
by 10th District Court of 
Appeals Judge Thomas Moyer, 
Douglas argued, “it borders on 
scandal that almost $3 million 
was spent on the last chief jus- 
tice race,” and thatsuch spend- 
ing “makes a mockery of judi- 
cial canon of ethics, which 
makes it illegal to personally 
solicit campaign contribu- 
tions.” 

. Douglas added that, under 
our current system of electing 
judges, "the judge becomes 
identified with partisan -polit- 
ics,” potentially can become a 
captive of “special interest”, 
and is often elected by aconsti- 
tuency “either unableor unwil-

The COTA Board of 
Trustees will not back away from its duty to keep fares and taxes affordable while 
providing quality transit services to the citizens of Franklin County.

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n_ 1963 more than 200,000 people gathered at the steps of 
the Lincoln Memorial in the Nation's capital to hear the 
Reverend Martin Luther King, Jr.'s memorable and historic 
sermon-speech, "| Have A Dream.’ The measured cadence 
of King’s delivery was punctuated by the rhythmic response 
of a vast congregatiomlike crowd. Their shouts of ““Amen,"’ ‘Go 
‘head,"* “Tell It,"" were spontaneous expressions of approval of 
King’s stirring message. It was a community response to his com- 
manding rhetoric. There was similar response to Mahalia Jackson, 
America's great gospel singer, who moved the crowd to a high 
spiritual tide with a soaring-sanctified performance of ‘How | Got 
Over." This gospel song written several decades earlier by the 
venerable gospel preacher and songwriter, W. Herbert Brewster 
of Memphis, Tenn., voiced the sentiment of the afternoon: 
How | got over, How | got over, 
My soul looks back and wonders, 
How | got over. . 
‘On that afternoon, there would have been no other song (with 
the exception of the Civil Rights anthem, ‘We Shall Overcome"’) 
which so clearly expressed the heart-felt sentiments and black culoural 
sensibilities of that gathering. Mahalia’s song and King’s sermon ex- 
pressed, in an eloquent way, an experience that most had shared 
back home in their community. Here was a song and sermon which 
were a vital part of the marcher’s religious heritage and culture. 
\t had been a long symbolic journey from the plantation “praise 
house’ where shouting and singing, preaching and praying had special 
meaning for slave worshippers. The southern plantation was the 
birthplace of spirituals — those early folk songs that were made up 
from the prayers, praise, and preaching. 
ollowing the end of slavery, traditional spirituals were in- 
frequently heard except as they were cransformed into con- 
cert spiricuals and became a part of the repertoire of col- 
lege choirs, such as those of Fisk, Tuskegee, Hampton and 
others. Black American concert singers would often include 
Europeanized versions or adaptations of the spirituals in their recitals. 
Marian Anderson, Paul Robeson, Roland Hayes, and others re-, 
tained some of the flavor and fervor of the powerful spiritual, even 
in its transformed state. To some extent, improvisation of existing 
white protestant hymns became another source of the spirituals. 
The melodies, rhythms, and the vocal timbre of black singing voices

The rapidly spreading organization of male quartets contributed 
to a growing awareness of gospel songs. These groups often inchud- 
ed Tindley songs in popular quartet arrangement, thus varying their 
repertoire of jubilee songs. The quartets represent some of the 
earliest recorded gospel! singing to ‘known to the public. 
The Golden Gate Quartet not only but was heard on na- 
tional radio in the 1930s. Quartets proliferated and were profitable 
commercially for record companies, promoters, and churches which 
permitted quartet singing./Tindley hymns, quartet singing, and the 
congregational singing of Pentecostal and Holiness churches became 
the catalyst for the new gospel era. 

ospel music and spirituals developed out of the same 

roots: over two hundred years of Black sacred song. 

But these two musics differ in significant ways. 

Although the terms are often used interchangeably, 

the older spirituals bear the distinct imprint of their 
slave origin. They are simple folksongs, anonymously created, 
Biblically-inspired lyrics expressing hope for freedom. They were 
performed a cappella with the simple call-response of African song 
patterns. The ring shout, hand clapping, and foot patting served as 
the accompanying feature of the singing. The melodies were not 
complex; simply harmonized informally, as the spirit moved. To- 
day's gospel music, on the other hand, came into being nearly sixty 
years ago as the result of urban influences upon the lifestyle of Black 
people who left the south, its customs, and memories of a harsh 
life. The spiricuals were among the grim reminders of the slave past; 
therefore, a new music was born which expressed the new freedom, 
salvation of body and spirit, and new experiences. 

Gospel music filled the need for urban religious worshippers in 
the cities. The more formal liturgical music of Euro-American 
denominations was equally as unsuitable as the older slave spirituals. 
Anthems, hymns, Catholic plainsong, and psalm singing were not 
a major factor in’ Black American music tradition. The contrived 
and lofty sentiments of English prose did not fit the humble cir- 
cumstances of most Black Christians. Their sentiments were ex- 


in 


pressed in the song: 
Jesus on the main line, Tell Him what you want, 
Call Him up, and tell Him what you want. 
If you need more power, if you want the Holy Ghost, etc. 


I'm a soldier, in the army of the Lord... 
Have you tried Jesus, He's alright. 

On the church music scene of the 1930s, Thomas A. Dorsey of 
Chicago, now an impressive eighty-eight-year-old "Father of Gospel 
Music,”” made the synthesis between the old time spiritual and the 
fnew congregational church songs. He coined his new creation 
“gospel song.” It was also known as “evangelistic music."* Gospel 
filled the bill for Black urban worship. Mr. Dorsey defines gospel 
music in its most basic terms: "'good news,"" he says. Speaking con- 
fidently and eloquently in the recent gospel film documentary, "Say 
Amen, Somebody,"’ Dorsey states: 

Down through the ages gospel meant, What? 
(What do they say?) Good news? You mean 
you don’t know that? 
nd who would dispute the personality who, as much as anyone, 
a hand in spreading the good news! Dorsey's gospel classics 
defined the perimeters of gospel composition for several decades. 
His “"Precious Lord,"' Peace In the Valley," and scores of other songs 
helped to spread the gospel message. The singers taught by Dorsey, 
such as Mahalia Jackson, and his co-partner in the gospel music pub- 
lished business and the National Convention of Choirs and Choruses, 
Miss Sallie Mastin, toured America in the 30s, 40s, and 50s. Willie 
Mae Ford Smith, Lucie Campbell, and Brewster also helped inspire 
Roberta Martin, James Cleveland, Albertina Walker and the 
Caravans, the Davis Sisters, Alex Bradford, Shirley Caesar, Inez An- 
drews, and Clara Ward and the Ward Singers. While the groups 
were travelling, singing concerts and revivals in churches and 
auditoriums, the gospel choir was growing in importance, stylistic 
development and influence. In many ways, the gospel choir is perhaps 
the most characteristic symbol of real gospel music. The gospel choir 
is the most unmistakable entity of gospel sound, perhaps because 
its music is always central to church service, and in many ways 
resembles an extension of the congregation itself. Since the 1960s, 
gospel singing by college choirs has become increasingly important 
as a medium of musical, cultural, social, and spiritual identity. Col- 
lege competitions and festivals flourish throughout academe. 

Students in high schools also find enjoyment and opportunity for 
recognition through participation with gospel singing. The college 
gospel choir appears not to be a strictly Black campus phenomenon, 
but many predominantly white colleges and universities, including 
West Point Military Academy, have excellent gospel choirs. And 
there is a significant amount of serious musicianship and scholarship 
‘emerging from many of the academic institutions. It is an important 
development that should lead to a growing corpus of research and 
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publication on gospel music. This Shyneeded knowledge should, 
in turn, lead to a growing awareness, deeper appreciation for. 
one of America's most original art forms, gospel music. 

In today's exciting world of religious music, it has become accep- 
table, even fashionable to become involved with gospel. The music 
of contemporary gospel artists, such as Andrae and Sandra Crouch, 
the Winans, Walter and Edwin Hawkins, Nicholas, Vanessa Bell Arm- 
strong, the Clark Sisters, Keith Pringle, and the classically influ- 
enced Richard Smallwood Singers, is, indeed, very good music. 
Favorable comprison of these artists can be made with the finest 
artists in any field of music — excellence being the criteria which 
distinguishes good music of all types. The recognition which gospel 
artists should receive is long overdue. It is time for the music world 
to acknowledge Mattie Moss Clark, Shirley Caesar, Delois Barrece 
Campbell and the Barretts, along with scores of other composers, 
songwriters, singers, and instrumentalists who contribute to some 
of the world’s most invigorating and challenging new music,

MURPHY LENDS GOLDEN TOUCH TO

ddie Murphy's latest movie "THE GOLDEN CHILD’ 

is once again rockin’ and chillin’ at the box office. 

Within the first month after Murphy's latest Para- 

mount flick was released his fans had flocked to his 

film in record numbers. Within the first month of the 
film's release back in December, it had earned over $12 million, 
This success was in spite of the bad mouthing on the part of some 
top paid movie critics. 

After all, in ‘*The Golden Child," Murphy makes another giant 
leap. This time it's from a noted comic to an indisputable leading 
man. And, as many of us know change is often difficult to swallow. 
With a young irreverent comic like Murphy it’s enough to bug-out 
those critics who thought they already had the young actor typed. 

There were even some who felt that Murphy should only stick 
to the kinds of movies he had been making like ''48 hours’ or 
“'Beyerly Hills Cop,"’ less exotic fare where he plays a crook and 
a cop. 

“The Golden Child"’ involves exotic fare indeed — concerning 
a perfect child with magical powers sent to bring good into the world 
— every thousand generations. Only one person can rescue this child. 
You guessed it! Nicknamed Chan, Eddie Murphy stars as a freelance 
social worker who discovers a group of foreigners who believe he 
is The Chosen One sent to save the world for a thousand future 
generations. Chan's mission involves him in a fantastic odyssey that 
sweeps him from Southern California to remotest China, and on 
to the gates of Hell as well as to the edge of eternity. 


Murphy as Chan struggles against demonic forces to rescue “The 
Golden Child’ portrayed by seven year old J.L. Reate, a first grader 
from Clint Eastwood's town, Carmel (California). Reate, incident- 
ly, won the role over hundreds of applicants. He doesn't talk, but 
nevertheless communicatesimpish charm. 

Chan, The Chosen One is no angel. His wisecracking profanity 
is meant to show that even though his mission is other-woridly, he 
is still just a regular dude — a character that many of his fans have 
grown to know and love. His struggle to save ‘The Golden Child" 
takes place against a backdrop of state-of-the-arts special effects 
produced by Academy Award wizards responsible for some eye- 
popping magical moments in the film. 

There's much talk and very little real physical contact between 
Murphy's beautiful, but too subdued, leading lady, played by actress 
Charlotte Lewis, one of Europes top photographic models. Ms. Lewis 
cast as the exotic and mysterious Kee Nang persuades Chan to recap- 
ture ''The Golden Child" from the evil forces. 

While Murphy's acting is not the most profound, he is an in- 
teresting personality to watch. And in the charm and wit category 
he can't be matched. Another charming element in the movie is its 
exotic far eastern location. Perhaps inadvertently, the movie's lush 
cinematography of the Far East is a selling point not only for seeing 
the film, but for a trip to that part of the world as well. &

on't touch that dial! From the moment 

Soul Train's colorful caricature of an 

engine huffs across the screen, this is where 

Black America’s television sets are tuned. 

Soul Train has become a black classic during its 17 
years — a weekend ritual that unites black households across the 
USA,°a stop-off for black artists seeking TV exposure. 

Without fanfare, it's evolved into the longest running black show 
on television. 

As host Don Cornelius would say, “‘put your hands together."” 
Give it up — because, in the face of TV ratings wars and an adver- 
tising system that bars black shows from demanding top dollar, just 
staying alive for 17 years is an achievement. 

And Soul Train has done better than just stay alive. Cornelius has 
been a steady and ever-serious conductor, guiding his train at a steady 
clip up from a black-and-white low-budget Chicago show through 
the perils of syndication. 

And today, ‘We've finally reached the promised land,"’ says 
Cornelius 

In the last two years, he’s seen the show reach its surest financial 
footing ever. With a new distribution company, Tribune Entectain- 
ment Co., Soul Train has beefed up its coverage up from 70 per- 
cent of USA television markets to a very respectable 81 percent. 
It can be picked up in 90 to 95 percent of black households.

n April, he'll cake Soul Train yet a step further. Cornelius 
is bringing his show to the prime time screen with the 
“Soul Train Music AWards."’ Superstars Dionne Warwick. 
and Luther Vandross will co-host. 

It may be 17, but Soul Train doesn’t look its age. 

These days, the show is taped at a glitzy soundstage at an indepen- 
dent TV station in Los Angeles. Its dancers, now an integrated bunch, 
are as glamorous as ever. Many have danced off to stardom: Damita 
Joe Freeman, from the early ‘70s Soul Train Gang, had a part with 
Goldie Hawn in “Private Benjamin.’ Former dancer Jermaine 
Stewart went on to a solo singing career. 

Cornelius concentrates on digging up the newest and hottest acts 
for his shows. ‘‘I love to have anyone who's happening.”’ 

Personally, he's not so fond of the hip-hop, scratching and other 
sounds coming from today's radio airwaves, confides Cornelius, who 
celebrated his 50th birthday during this television season. His per- 
sonal tastes run more toward classic sounds from Dionne Warwick, 
Johnny Mathis and Aretha Franklin. 

“Thank God,”"" he’sighs, taking a joking swipe at fellow dance show 
host Dick Clark, '* the precedent has been set for an old guy talk- 
ing to young groups’ television. 

"It's accepted for a guy my age to act like he's in tune with what's 
happening with young people in music."’

THE MORE PUBLIC THE FIGURE THE LESS PRIVATE THE LIFE 
Especially If You Are Black 


aving read several reviews in various newspapers and 

magazines, | was eager to get a copy of John Garrow's 

book ‘Bearing the Cross, Martin Luther King, Jr., and 
the Southern Christian Leadership Conference."’ Like so many of 
you, Dr. King is-also. my hero and role model. After reading the 
book, surprisingly what impressed me most was neither the con- 
tent nor the subject, but rather the size of the book — pages; 
more specifically, that 7 pages were devoted to Acknowl nts, 
91 pages to Notes, 48 pages to the Bibliography, and 28 pages to 
the Index. A total of 175 pages has been devoted to the docu- 
menting, footnoting, and referencing of the life of one man! 

| bring this to your attention because perhaps our interest in the 
book should not be in the questioning of the accuracy of Garrow’s 
chronicling of Dr. King’s life; or Garrow's reporting of the relentless 
campaign of the Federal Bureau of Investigation to destroy Dr. King’s 
reputation; or the dark clouds painted over our romanticized 
Camelot with Garrow’s dispassionate accounting and recounting of 
the minutiae. No, perhaps our interest should be that more than 
20 percent of this book has been devoted to the documentation 
of one man's life, and a realization that even an idolized, immor- 
talized, and deceased black public figure such as King is not permitted 
to have a private life. 

An inverse relationship: the more public the figure, the less private 
the life, Not a new thought, just a reminder. The more public the 
figure the less private the life . . . especially if you are black. Oh 
yes, it is true for all public figures . . « but especially, especially if 
you are black. 

Bearing the cross of leadership is indeed a heavy burden, and there 
are extra burdens for our black leaders — both elected and 
nonelected — in positions of power. Yet, the heaviest cross is plac- 
ed upon the shoulders of our black political leaders — our mayors, 
our congressmen, our councilmen. It makes us wonder why. Why 
them? Why us?
